the rear from the so-called copper- 
heads was what the Union soldiers 
most feared. 
There may have been

in the rear Filipino? He declared that 
"the American army is the most hu- 
mane army that ever waged war" and 
said he could bear out his assertions 
by Filipinos and Chinese and even 
Spanish prisoners." 


Young said war at best is cruel, an 


that the humanity talked of in Urn,, 
ot peace has no place in it.

cussed the subject at length, defending

Surveys have been made and right of 
way petitions are being circulated. He 
gave warning that whatever policy the 
council now adopts in relation to the

The franchise question Is getting 


to the acute stage oC notation. De- 
catur wants all the buslnesn invest- 
ments that bring men and money this 
way. It wants heating plants and light- 
ing systems. The policy of the council 
should be that 
o£ 
encouragement 


rather than prohibitive conditions. At 
the same time these enterprises do 
not come because the investors want to 
build up Decatur. They want to build 
up their bank accounts by paying div- 
idends and making money out of their 
investments. This is perfectly legiti- 
mate and no one can find ftvult with 
that attitude. The idea that heating 
and lighting plants are losing ventures 
does not comport w i t h the '/eal the 
two companle-s are showing in deshing 
t.) plant their inone-y In the stre ets 
and alleys of this city. They expect 
to make money by serving the people. 
It Is only fair that they should. On 
ttie other hand the people of the i-lty 
ire a pretty large party to this cuies- 
llon.

In cooking, the chestnut holds a place 


sepaiate Jrom olher well known nuts, 
suili as lia^el-ntit, ualnut, (.ocoanut, 
etc. 
These have more the character 


of luxuiles than nuccfifaaues. 
But it 


seems more lilting to place the chest- 
nut with othei toods which make up 
the list ot those required for ordin- 
ary daily use in the dietary. The chest- 
nut being a desirable adjunct to the 
food supply, is ranged with the legu- 
minous seeds, although they 
ditfar 


widely from them in a botanical sense. 
In Italy the chestnut forma a valua- 
ble addition to tho available foods, 
and besides eating the raw nut they 
have thiee yi Incipal methods of pre- 
p n i n g them—"ballatti" (boiled), "ar- 
rostite" (roasted), and "tegliate." The 
latter dish Is made by boiling the shell- 
ed nuts \\lth can-away seeds for flav- 
01 ing and then mixing with maize- 
meal to make polenta. Neeci is a great 
delicacy In the Appennines, Hat cakes 
are made of chestnut flour and water, 


without salt, and baked between hot, 
flat stones with chestnut leaves be- 
tween the cakes. 


The chestnuts are far more fari- 


naceous and less oily than nuts in gen- 
eral, and from them can be made a 
cheap and nourishing flour or meal, 
and this is used In soup, purees, cake's, 
etc. The chestnuts can be carefully 
roasted and ground into a flour, this, 
being caramalized makes a palatable 
beverage, 
a 
wholesome soup or de- 


licious sauce. 


The small varieties of chestnuts are 


common to America, but the larger 
kinds are obtained here through culti- 
vation. The native chestnut Is sweeter 
than the cultivated, but they do not 
keep so long without becoming hard 
and Jry, when left unshelled and un- 
cooked. 


The raw chestnut is considered dif- 


ficult to digest and it is not advis- 
able to eat them In quantities suffi- 
ciently large to constitute the chief 
part of the dietary when other foods 
are 
to 
be 
had. 
In 
their 
raw 


state 
they 
are 
decidedly 
indi- 


gestible when not properly masticated; 
therefore the fault lies w i t h the In- 
dividuals, who make such Ignorant 
and indifferent use of their teeth as 
to render harmful many of our most 
important and valuable foods. Knowing 
what to eat is superflueous knowledge 
unless we know how to ea1. 


Chestnuts are excellent prepared as 


a vegetable and served with roast 
heef, and a very agreeable change 
from the everlasting potatoes. 


Chestnuts With Roast Beef. 


The easiest way is to boil them for 


fin hour, and then remove the outer 
skin while they a re still hot; 
peel 


them and rub through a sieve 
and 


serve as you would mashed potatoes. 


Another and much mere palatable 


way is to dip them in boiling water 
for ten minutes after 
shelling and 


peeling them; then simmering 
them 


in good chicken c/r beef stock 
until 


tender. Season with salt, pepper, cay- 
enne and an ounce of butter; add a 
little caramel to the sauce and serve. 


Chestnut Puree. 


Shell, blanch and boil one quart of 


chestnuts until soft; then rub through 
a sieve; add two tablespoonfuls ot but- 
ter, 
two tablespoonfuls of rich cream, 


salt, papriea and onion juice to flav- 
or. Serve this as a vegetable or dilute 
with scalded milk or white stock and 
serve as a soup course. 


Chestnut Balls. 


They may be served in this way as 


a luncheon dish. 
Add 
two slightly 


beaten eggs yolks to one cup of cold 
sieved chestnuts; also quarter cup 
thick cream, a tablespoonful of sugar, 
salt to taste and flavoied with sherry 
or nutmeg. Stir in the whites of the 
eggs beaten to a stiff froth, form into 
balls and dip in beaten eggs and bread 
crumbs and fiy in deep fat. Serve with 
a ( ream sain r> unless served as a sweet 
entree, In this case an cringe sauce 
is delicious with them. 


Chestnut Stuffing, 


Shell the chestnuts and then boil 


them in salt water until the skins 
soften; dram In a colander over hot 
water to keep chestnuts warm. Take a 
few at a time and mash them through 
a colander with Halt and pepper; add 
a large tablespoonful of butter to each 
quart of ch"stnuts. If 
tho 
dressing 


seems too dry, it can be moistened 
with a little broth; but the preferred 
chestnut dressing has no other ad- 
ditions except tho seasoning and but- 
ter. 


Chestnut Sauce for Turkey. 


Shell about fifty largo chestnuts and 


place them in a chestnut roaster, or a 
covered frying pan, over a clear fire, 
shake and stir constantly until the 
Inner broun skin will come off easily, 
peel and put them in a stewpan with 
half a cupful of white: wine and suf- 
ficient good stock to cover them, add 
two ounces or a good lump of butter, 
a heaping teaspoonful of granulated 
sugar and a little 
grated 
nutmeg. 


Boll until quite tender, but keeping 
them whole. Skim out the chestnuts, 
putting them into a heated sauce tu- 
reen; reduce the sauce by boiling It a

To see that

A return card of the sender of the 


letter or package is put in the upper 
left hand corner so that in case of fail- 
ure to deliver the mail to the person 
addressed it may be returned to- the* 
one pending It. If all these points were 
carefully attended to by the person 
mailing the letter the time of postal 
employes would be lessened by one- 
half and the delivery of mail would 
certainly be hastened.
